CiTrtiss, pio­ 
neer in American aviation today 
bettered his recent previous flight 
in a m o to ric ^ glider by rem ain­ 
ing aloft for 17 seconds of sus­ 
tained flight. 
As in his former flight when he 
stayed up nine seconds, he h ad 
his sail plane towed by a m otor 
boat and launched into the air 
from the waters of Hempstead 
Harbor. 
Themotor boat a tta in ­ 
ed a speed of 5 miles an hour 
and the plane soared to a height 
of 5 feet before the tow line was 
dropped. 
The success of today’s 
flight was ascribed in part by Mr. 
Curtiss to the tow line 250 line of 
wire, thirty-two hundredths of an 
inch in dim aeter wound on a reel 
in the stern of the motor boat. 
Previously the tow' line used was 
of fibre which when wet caused 
a heavy pull down on the glider. 
In further flights he will use the 
wire with a length of 1,000 feet.

Last night about 8 o’clock peo­ 
ple residing near Duncan park 
saw a dozen or more automobiles 
parked on Webster avenue along 
the curbing adjacent to the park 
There were three or four men

and they walked 
from the cars to a central point 
on the boulevard, 
where 
they 
were in consultation for ten or 
fifteen minutes. Then the shadowy 
forms moved back to the cars, 
ttie man behind the steering wheel 
of each machine stepped on the 
gas and the cars moved north 
along Webster avenue and west 
on Lafayette avenue. 
Further 
details are lacking.

It is not known that the pro­ 
ceedings have anything to do with 
the Ka Klux Klan organization 
movement, but the fact that a 
Klan is being 
organized 
seems 
about the only plausible explana­ 
tion for the otherwise mysterious 
assemblage on the Duncan park 
boulevard. 
The Journal was last anight in 
receipt thru the mail of the fol­ 
lowing communication.
